WASHINGTON—-Agitation mild 
in some quarters and adamant in 
others—continues here for an upward 
adjustment of soybean oil meal ceil- 
ings. 

However, as of now, it can be stat- 
ed with some emphasis that there is 
little possibility that the Office of 
Price Stabilization will follow rec- 
ommendations for a price adjustment 
As one feed industry spokesman puts 
it, “The industry will have to sweat 
it out.” 

Rumors to the effect that a

The theory of the 125 to 100 rela- 
tionship between meal and corn ap- 
pears to rest in the ratio which ex- 
isted under the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration According to trade 
analysts, there is no historic data to 
support this price relationship the- 
ory. Trade statistics show, on the 
contrary, that the relationship is 
more nearly 115 to 100, meal to 
corn. 

If OPS should decide to approve 
any adjustment of the meal ceiling 
it is certain that many crushers with 
combined oil and meal interests would 
protest any arbitrary or off-the-cuff 
adjustment of the price ceiling for 
meal since it would also contemplate 
a reduction in the soybean oil price 
ceiling. 

The current ceilings for oil and 
meal reflect the composite price of 
soybean ceilings. Any change in meal 
ceilings would have to be compensat- 
ed by a consequent reduction in the 
oil ceiling. Crushers with integrated 
interests in oil and meal and other 
operations are certain to fight any 
effort to reduce the oil ceiling as a 
compensatory measure since such a 
reduction would prevent them from 
gaining a potential appreciation in 
oil inventories.

Walter C. Berger, president of the 
American Feed Manufacturers Assn., 
describes the lack of meal the “most 
baffling situation ever encountered 
in the industry.” He went to Wash- 
ington Jan. 8 to confer with feed of- 
ficials of the Office of Price Stabil- 
ization and other officials in an ef- 
fort to find some remedy for the 
problem. 

One thing seems reasonably cer- 
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tain—soybean processing is not going 
to become profitable for most plants 
in that industry the rest of this year 
Without some government action the 
profit balance cannot be restored, at 
least as far as expeller processing is 


concerned, and this production meth- 

od accounts for half or more of the 

total industry output. Hence, soybean 

oil meal production, which up to now 

has been about equal to last year, is

USDA Cites 5% Reduction in 
Supplies of Feed Concentrates 


WASHINGTON—Based on current 
estimates, the supply of feed concen- 
trates per grain-consuming animal 
unit to be fed during 1951-52 is 7 
to 10% smaller than in the last three 
years, the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture pointed out in its recent Feed 
Situation report. 

Livestock numbers have been in- 
creasing since 1948, USDA noted, 
and the number of grain consuming 
animal units to be fed in 1951-52 is 
expected to be about 2% larger than 
last year. At the same time, USDA 
officials estimated that the total sup- 
ply of all feed concentrates for 1951- 
52 is about 5% smaller than in 1950- 
51. 

If the rate of feeding per animal 
unit in 1951-52 is about the same 
as in 1950-51, USDA said, 133.5 mil- 
lion tons vf feed concentrates will be 
fed, the largest tonnage since the 
war 

Will Reduce Stocks 


While the total 1951-52 supply of 
feed grains and other concentrates 
estimated at 170 million tons—is 
much larger than in most years prior 


to 1948, domestic use is expected to | 


continue heavy this year. This is 
expected to reduce stocks of feed 
grains at the end of the 1951-52 
season to around 10 or 11 million 
tons below the 29 million tons car- 


ried over at the beginning of the 
season 

In view of this situation, USDA 
pointed out, recently announced goals 
for 1952 call for an increase of 9 
million acres in feed grains over 1951 

The total 1951 production of feed 
grains estimated in December 
at 114 million tons, 7% smaller than 
in 1950 and the smallest since 1947 
The year’s production is expected to 
fall short of utilization by ‘much 
greater margin than in 1950-51, when 
utilization exceeded production by a 
little over 2 million tons. 

The total supply of the four feed 
grains for 1951-52 is estimated at 
144 million tons, 10 million tons 
smaller than in 1950. Feed grain use 
in 1951-52 probably will total about 
] as the 125 million tons in

USDA points out that supplies of 
oilseed cake and meal available for 
feeding are expected to total about 
88 million tons, 2% larger than in 
1950-51 and the largest on record.

FORMULA FEEDS: HOW’S BUSINESS? 








A notable improvement in formula feed buying was reported in several 
parts of the U.S. this week as dealers began to build up stocks following a 
let-down in buying in the final weeks of 1951. A note of pessimism is appear- 
ing in spots, however, with egg markets easy and dairymen also complaining 
of unfavorable feeding ratios. Improved broiler feed buying helped build 
volume, while hog feed sales held steady and steer feed deliveries continued 
large. The oilseed meal supply situation apparently was reaching a critical 
stage for many manufacturers, and considerable concern was expressed about 
prospects for future production of high protein fvrmula feeds. The feedstuffs 
price index advanced .7 points to 273.5 and the feed grain index held about 
unchanged at 271.9 in the week ending Jan. 9. (Ingredient details 
pages 66-69.)

Brannan Asks Greater 
Efforts to Maintain 
Farm Equipment 

WASHINGTON—Charles F. Bran- 
nan, secretary of agriculture, has an- 
nounced plans to intensify the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s efforts 
to encourage farmers to maintain in 
good repair and running order the 
equipment they now have. He has 
asked the farm equipment industry 
to gear its production and distribu- 
tion of repair parts accordingly 

Mr. Brannan said these steps are 
being taken to meet this year’s farm 
production goals despite the tight- 
ening supply of new farm machinery 

In letters to farm equipment or- 
ganizations, Mr. Brannan pointed out 
that the 1952 production goals pro- 
gram calls for a record level of crop 
and livestock production. Since there 
is not sufficient acreage to meet de- 
sirable levels of production, increased 
production per unit must be sought, 
he said. 

He noted that allotments of raw 
materials to the farm equipment in- 
dustry for the first three months of 


1952 will restrict production to less | 


than the desired rate. And he 
stressed that repair and maintenance 
of existing equipment will therefore 
be of great importance 

Mr. Brannan said an increase of 
20% over 1949 in repair parts would 
be a minimum requirement for 1952 
With materials limited, he added 
most manufacturers must earmark a 
much greater than normal share of 
production to repair parts output

have needed help in getting even the 
first step taken in Congress to cor- 
rect this abuse. We could list many 
other problems that arise occasion- 
ally or frequently in business, and 
which need the attention of trained 
employees, employees whom we sim- 
ply cannot afford to employ. 

Take Necessary Step 

So we have taken the same step 
that all other businessmen take when 
they faced this same situation. We 
have gone to others in our trade and 
asked them to join with us in doing 
the job as a group. In that way we 
can get better help, with negligible 
cost to each of us. As business has 
become more complex, we find that 
this need of group action has in- 
creased, so we have set up what we 
have called trade associations, which 
are equipped to do for all, what 
none of us can afford to do for him- 
self alone 

We find in that trade association 
group an individual businessman, here 
and there, who has specialized knowl- 
edge or training, and we induce him 
to make his special ability available 
to all of us. We set up committees 
of these men, and between us we 
have organized a set of employees, 
sometimes being merely committees 
of businessmen working for all men 
of their trade. It’s as simple as two 
neighbors, one being competent at 
brick laying, the other a good car- 
penter. They exchange services so 
that each home has the advantage 
of both skilled professional workers 
but without added cost to either. 

When the association gets larger 
there is need of one or more salaried 
persons merely to see that the group 
action is coordinated, that meetings 
are arranged and that each member 
of the group gets frequent informa- 
tion from the whole group. 

That's a trade association. You 
have employed a number of persons 
to work for you on very vital prob- 
lems, and you have made the cost 
negligible. In our Grain & Feed 
Dealers National Assn. we have in- 
duced more than 200 men, members 
of the grain and feed trade, to take 
an active part, as officers and mem- 
bers of committees, in service as your 
employees. I am proud that so many 
of our Iowa grain and feed men have 
become active in this national asso- 
ciation work. And I am proud of the 
fact that our national dues have re- 
mained very low; for the average of 
you the cost is only 10@20¢ a day in 
the “wages” you pay your associa- 
tion employee. Please keep in mind 
that most of our association work is 
done by the businessmen themselves 
In our national association we have 
only seven full-time employees who 
are paid salaries; the other 200 are 
working for you without pay. The 
trade association certainly is the 
lowest priced employee shown on your 
books

Now this trade association work 
has one glaring weakness.

tion of a trade problem, the benefits, 
when they come, come to all mem- 
bers of the trade without discrimina- 
tion. That means that a certain type 
of businessman is able to literally 
“steal a ride” on the rest of you. 
When a committee works long hours, 
giving of their time and often of their 
personal funds to work out a satisfac- 
tory storage agreement with the fed- 
eral officials, the benefit goes to the 
nonmember as much as to the mem- 
ber. Even the making of trade rules, 
where every association member has 
a voice and a vote, is a job for the 
protection of all traders, members 
and non-members alike. And so on 
for a long list of the benefits that 
come every day from group work. 

Here in Iowa we have a very 
strong association of grain and feed 
firms. We get results from our work- 
ing together, and we know it. But we 
also know that our problems are be- 
coming, more and more each year, 
problems that arise from actions of 
the national government, and you 
folks who understand the problem 
have therefore for many years been 
trying to build a stronger national 
association to complement our strong 
state association. We now -have a 
competent national office staff, and 
we have strong committees of very 
able and very unselfish grain and 
feed men from all parts of the nation. 
We have reached our highest mem- 
bership level since the economic dis- 
aster of 1932, but we still are at only 
part strength. The job is so great 
that, frankly, we are trying to do 
too many things with too few work- 
ing tools, and working tools, as you 
may guess, are usually dollars. Some 
of our people are carrying a larger 
load than we have a right to ask 
them to bear. 

Now I'm willing to get this down 
to a personal basis—the basis of my 
own philosophy as it bears upon the 
presidency of the national! association. 
I am quick to admit that the title is 
accepted as an honor to me personal- 
ly and to my Iowa grain and feed

There 
are many other jobs to do, but I put 
those two first and I want to offer 
some ideas to you about both of 
them. 

Many of us have been hesitant 
about frank discussion of this co-op.

Displays That Will 
Arouse Interest 


Depart From Normal 
Display Techniques 
Once in a While

OME time ago when my wife 
os and I were in an appliance store 

looking at an electric percolator, 
I noticed that an electric range on 
display stood on a red wooden plat- 
form which was lower on one end 
than on the other. This gave the 
stove a tilted effect. 

This display caught my eye, and I 
asked the salesman, “Isn't that dis- 
play platform uneven?” 

“Sure is,” he grinned. 

“What's the idea?” I asked 

“Oh, just to get people to ask the 
same question you did,” he said. “Our 
manager has the idea that, since 
ranges in other stores are displayed 
perfectly level in apple pie order, if 
we displayed one tilted like this, it 
would get more attention.” 


“And,” I said, “you've got those 
signs giving electric consumption 


rates on ranges handy, too. I sup- 
pose that’s so people looking at that 
range will see the signs and soak 
up some of the information.” 
“Right,” he smiled, “and we are 
doing all right selling ranges. Folks 
get a kick out of that display, and 
so they spot and look over the range 
and its features very closely. That's 
exactly what we want them to do 


In the Feed Business, Too 

Similarly in thinking of good dis- 
play ideas, it will pay the feed deale 
to depart a little from the norm 
once in a while. Try to startle your 
window viewers with a display which 
is a little out of kilter, so to speak 
It will attract attention, and some 
people will even come in and ask you 
why you made the display that way 
If you had the display in the regular 
way, they wouldn't come in and ask 

Let us suppose that you place 10 
bags of feed in a display window 
each of them upside down. To tell 
of the advantages of the feed, let us 
say you have five signs. Four of them 
will be placed upside down. The fifth 
one will be in the proper position so 
that spectators can read the sign 
without standing on their heads. 

If you give no explanation, a lot 
of people are going to see that up- 
side down display and begin to won- 


why those bags of feed and the four 
signs are upside down. You can hon- 
estly reply, “Oh, that’s just to at- 
tract attention. When you buy your 
feed from us, your feed program is 
right-side-up not upside down.” 

But to put a sign in the window 
to this effect would spoil the sus-

Perhaps many retailers spend most 
of their business days inside the store 
handling inside work and are so oc- 
cupied by it that they do not notice 
the exterior of their stores as much 
as they should. This attention to in- 
side details may result in fine fix- 
tures, good lighting and attractive 
interior, but a neglected front. Also, 
some retailers who are renting a 
store or other building may spend 
their own money decorating and im- 
proving the interior where they do 
the bulk of their business, but they 
will not spend money painting and 
otherwise improving the appearance 
of the front of the store, which they 
point out is the landlord’s respon- 
sibility 

The small expense of painting and 
otherwise improving a store front, 
aside from outright remodeling, is 
so inconsequential! in relation to ben- 
efits, that no retailer should hesitate 
on this score. 


Things to Check

sible. There is nothing so forlorn as 
a sagging roof. 

2. Gravel and level the parking lot. 
This feature is sadly neglected by 
numrous feed dealers. Perhaps farm- 
ers do wear big rubbers, but they do 
not like to have their cars splash 
through mud-filled holes. From $25 to 
$50 worth of gravel will do wonders 
in many parking yards. 

3. Keep signs fresh and attractive 
Wind, sun, snow and rain can make 
a painted sign deteriorate quickly 
Check on them each year and re- 
paint those that show even the slight- 
est wear. If you neglect them they'll 
get worse each day and lose advertis- 
ing value accordingly. 

4. Keep windows and display areas 
clean. It is not a difficult job to wash 
windows regularly and keep them 
clean. It is even easier to clean a 
window display section, for a broom 
or vaccum and dustcloth can make 
the job an easy one. A window that 
is neglected looks bad. It seems to 
indicate to the customer that per- 
haps the merchant neglects other 
phases of the business, and therefore 
perhaps one should buy from a mer- 
chant who is more businesslike. Can 
you blame them for getting this type 
of impression? 


5. Dilapidated truck bodies, 
smashed fenders and sides, which 
are not repaired over long periods 


can be likened to the appearance of 
a man whipped in a fight and who has 
not shaved for three days. A little 
trucks keeps them in ex- 
cellent condition, and a coat of paint 
every season will make even an old 
truck look neat and well cared for 
The public—-your customers—notice 
these things. Do you?

We are not buying protein alone 
when we use meat and bone scrap 
These vitamins that are listed are 
well known to all of us, and most 
of them are cheap enough at present 
so that we can buy them to fortify 
our feeds, if natural feedstuffs do 
not contain enough, but they are 
one of the big reasons why animal 
protein concentrates gave such good 
feeding results in the days before 
these vitamins were discovered and 
made available in concentrate form to 
the feed trade 

The content of niacin and cho- 
line is important at the present time 
because, even if their cost is low, 
they are currently hard to get, due 
to shortage of materials from which 
they are made. The tight supply 
situation in niacin and choline will, 
no doubt, soon be alleviated, but in 
the meantime, we can take advantage 
of the niacin and choline that are 
naturally present in these animal- 
source proteins 

The vitamin By in meat and bone 
scrap is still a relatively high-priced 
vitamin to buy in concentrate form, 
but we need only extremely small 
amounts in feeds. The 60 mg. of vita- 
min B,. in the ton of meat and bone 
scrap is currently worth about $6, 
and if some sort of animal protein 
is not used in the feed, then $6 worth 
of vitamin B, would have to be pur- 
chased since vegetable-source pro- 
teins do not contain vitamin B, 

This ton of meat and bone scrap 
also contains 750 Ib. bone meal, which 
at current prices is worth $32, and 
contains 210 lb. calcium and 96 Ib 
phosphorus in a combination that is 
readily available to an animal or 
bird. This calcium and phosphorus 
would have to be purchased separate-

If we now add the cost of the vita- 
min B,» and the bone meal, we get 
$38 for the value of the materials 
that are in meat and bone scrap 
but are not found in vegetable pro- 
teins. When we subtract $38 from 
the price of meat and bone scrap 
(price from “Feedstuffs,” Sept. 29, 
$115 ton), we get $77 for the cost 
of 1,000 Ib. protein. Where else can 
we get 1,000 lb. protein for $77? 

Proteins 

The proteins in meat scrap and 
tankage contain all of the 10 amino 
acids that are essential in nutri- 
tion. The amounts of some of these 
amino acids vary in different sam- 
ples, and herein lies the difference be- 
tween meat scrap and tankage when 
fed to different animals. 

For quite a few years, digester 
tankage went into hog feeds, and 
meat scrap went into poultry feeds. 
Hog-feeding experiments at some of 
the agricultural experiment stations 
during the 1920's and 1930's indi- 
cated that meat scrap was as good 
and, in some cases, better than di- 
gester tankage when fed with corn 
in simple types of rations. Most of 
those early tests used a fairly high 
protein meat scrap instead of the 
meat and bone scrap that is produced 
today. Nowadays, more and more 
meat and bone scrap is going into

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hog feeds because of the relative pro- 
duction volume as compared to the 
digester tankage. 

There is a difference in protein 
composition because of the dried 
blood that is in the digester tank- 
age. Blood is a rich source of trypto- 
phan, so that digester tankage con- 
taining blood will have a _ higher 
tryptophan content than the aver- 
age sample of meat and bone scrap 
This was a good thing when pigs 
received relatively simple rations of 
corn and tankage because the pro- 
teins in corn do not contain enough 
tryptophan to support good growth 
Poultry rations have tended to be 
relatively more complex, containing 
a greater variety of feedstuffs, such 
as wheat bran and wheat middlings 
that also contain good amounts of 
tryptophan in their proteins, so that 
meat and bone scrap served very 
well in chick rations as a protein 
supplement. 

Now, we find more and more meat 
and bone scrap being used in hog 
feeding because of the shift from

Blood meal has been on the mar- 
ket for quite a few years, but at 
one time was considered as one of 
the poorer protein supplements for 
hog or poultry feeding.

or higher than dried whole egg pro- 
tein. 

In our laboratory, we use white 
rats instead of pigs because they are 
so much handier and cheaper to work 
with and have very nearly the same 
nutritive requirements as pigs. Upon 
feeding three different samples of 
meat and bone sscrap to rats in a 
simple corn - meat - and - bone - scrap 
mixture and by adding 5% dried 
blood to the ration, we secured 
growth increases of 94, 260 and 37% 
in the three different trials. This 
demonstrates what can be done when 
meat and bone scrap is supplement- 
ed properly. 

Although these three are all ex- 
treme cases, I do wish to emphasize 
the point that too often we hear 
of research people using this corn- 
meat-and-bone-scrap combination as 
a control ration and then reporting 
that tankage isn't as good as it used 
to be; they forget that tankage and

Bethke, et al. (Poultry 
Science, 25, 579, 1946) showed that 
5% meat scrap in the ration allowed 
good hatchability; ys in this 
same work, a level of 2.5% did not 
supply enough of the ore vita- 
mins to sustain hatchability through- 
out the experiment 

If we endeavor to calculate how 
much vitamin B,. was actually in the 
feed that Dr. Bethke gave his hens 
and assume that the meat scrap had 
the average amount of 30 micrograms 
per pound, then at the 2.5% level 
of meat scrap his hens received 0.75 
micrograms of vitamin B, per pound 
of feed; at the 5% level, they ob- 
tained 1.5 micrograms of vitamin B, 
per pound. It is interesting to note 
that the Cornell workers reported 
last year that breeder rations should 
1.5 to 2 micrograms of B, 
per pound. The work reported by Dr 
Bethke, et al., in 1946, establishes 
a minimum level of meat scrap that 
should be used in breeder rations for 
good results 

A level of 5% meat scrap in a chick 
ration will supply the minimum re- 
quirement of B, for growth also, 
if we assume that the chicks’ re- 
quirements are as reported by the 
Cornell (Norris, Miller and Yacowitz, 
1950, Cornell Nutrition Con- 
ference for Feed Manufacturers, 53) 
and Minnesota workers (Davis and 
Briggs, Poultry Science, 3, 628, 1951).

Experimental Work 

In our own work, we have tried 
out several different supplements that 
supplied extra vitamin B,», and anti- 
biotics, in rations containing meat 
and bone scrap. We use an all-vege- 
table control ration since so much 
publicity has been given to these so- 
called simplified rations during the 
past few years. When the B, supple- 
ments and later the antibiotic sup- 
plements, were first announced, they 
were said to be capable of replacing 
all animal-source protein in the ra- 
tion 

Our work indicates that they do 
have a purpose in some rations, but 
their function is not a replacement; 
it is an addition. These supplements 
sometimes give improved growth 
when added to certain types of ra- 
tions under certain conditions 

Table 2 shows some data from 
one of our chick-feeding trials in 
which we used three different B,.- 
antibiotic supplements with and with- 
out meat and bone scrap in the ra- 
tion

The results of this test indicate 
that the B,.-antibiotic supplements 
do, indeed, improve a ration that did 
not contain meat and bone scrap 
Each of the three B,-antibiotic sup- 
plements gave improved growth when 
added to the all-vegetable ration, and 
two of them resulted in increased 
weight gains when added to a ra-

These seuite may appear 
to those who always expect to see 
vastly improved growth when the 
vitamin B,-antibiotic supplements 
are fed. The supplement and each of 
the three samples of meat and bone 
scrap improved growth over the con- 
trol, but the B,-antibiotic supple- 
ment did not improve growth when 
any of these three samples of meat 
and bone scrap were fed. There are 
several probable explanations of this 
(1) the three samples of meat and 
bone scrap apparently provided 
enough vitamin B.»; (2) our chicks 
are kept on wire floors in battery 
brooders and are comparatively free 
from disease. We believe that anti- 
biotics should not be used as sub- 
stitutes for sanitary feeding 
practices

supplements containing vitamin Bu 
and antibiotics, or antibiotics alone, 
gave the greatest increases when the 
ration contained meat and bone scrap. 
As we have had evidence that dried 
blood contains factors which also tend 
to increase chick growth, we includ- 
ed one group here that was given 
the standard feed containing corn, 
soybean oil meal, wheat bran and 
middlings, 5% meat and bone scrap, 
and 2% blood meal. The chick weight 
at eight weeks on this ration was 
better than several of the others, 
indicating that we don't always need 
the so-called high-energy rations, but 
that the old standby feeds will yield 
us good results when made up in the 
right kind of ration. 

The data in the tables shows that 
meat and bone scrap supplies some 
factors other than vitamin By, which, 
at one time, was considered by some 
workers as the entire “animal pro- 
tein factor.” The Cornell group has 
reported also (Poultry Science, 30, 
470, 1951) that animal protein feeds 
contain some as yet unknown nutri-

Value of Fat 

There is one component of these 
animal proteins that is seldom men- 
tioned when we speak of the value 
of meat scrap and tankage; that is 
the fat, which may run as high as 
200 Ib. per ton. Studies have dem- 
onstrated that a certain amount of 
fat is essential in the diet; how- 
ever, considerable controversy has 
arisen over how much is needed. Cer- 
tain state feed control laws require 
specified levels of fat in some feeds, 
but little is known about the actual 
value of the fat other than as a 
of energy. Ershoff (Jour. Nu- 
39, 259, 1949) and Bosshardt 
Nutrition, 40, 595, 1950) have 
shown that a growth retardation due 
to a deficiency of vitamin B,. may 
be partially corrected by the feed- 
ing of fat. From this work, one could 
deduce that the fat served purposes 
other than just as a supplier of en- 
ergy, namely, that it might help sta- 
bilize the diet if the vitamin B, 
content dropped to low levels 

Peterson at the University of Cali- 
fornia has found fat useful in diets 
that’ contain high levels of dehy- 
drated alfalfa meal (Jour. Nutrition, 
42, 597, 1940). A 20% level of de- 
hydrated alfalfa meal] was found to 
slow the growth of chicks, but the 
inhibiting effect could be counter- 
acted by feeding cholesterol and fat

The addition of cholesterol improved 
both the growth and mortality rate; 
furthermore, the addition of fat along 
with the cholesterol gave even better 
growth. The use of meat and bone 
scrap alone did not improve results 
to any great extent, but when com- 
bined with 4% lard, both growth rate 
and mortality were improved. The 
combination of lard, meat and bone 
scrap, and additional cholesterol gave 
even better results. Here again, blood 
meal shows up to advantage, since 
a combination of 4% fat 
blood meal produced fairly good 
growth with no mortality 

The 15% level of alfalfa meal is 
of course, higher than is used in

vitamin Bz had 13.6 micrograms of 
vitamin B, per pound of dry matter 
in their carcasses, which is in the 
range of the lowest amounts that 
we have found in meat scrap and 
tankage. Feeding meat and bone 
scrap at a level to supply 5% pro- 
tein in the ration allowed approxi- 
mately a five-fold increase in the 
vitamin B, stored in the tissues. 
The ordinary processing procedures 
used for preparing meat scrap and 
tankage have little effect on the vita- 
min B» content, so most of the vari- 
ation in the amount of the vitamin 
present must be due to differences 
in the animals that were slaughtered. 

Obviously, the better we feed our 
hogs, the better the meat will be; 
in addition, the inedible parts will 
make a better product to feed back 
to produce better animals again. We 
can’t make good meat scrap and 
tankage unless the animals them- 
selves are good and fed properly, 
since they are the raw materials 
with which we start.

‘Break Point’ 
By Max Anson 


O you, as a dealer, as the own- 
er of a business, have a “break 
point’? By that I mean, is 


there a point where you cannot take 
more responsibility, or invest more 
money in your business to save oO! 
expand it? 

Every human being has such a 
“break point.”” When he reaches such 
a point, he will rebel against further 
work and responsibility loads, and his 
efficiency will sag. It is important for 
every dealer and employee to know 
when his individual “break point” 
has been reached. For thereon de- 
pends much of the success of any 
business. 

Just the other day a foreman in a 
large plant was telling me how he 
determines the break point of every 
employee under his control. This fore- 
man knows his own break point, and 
he works just up to, never over it 

He has a jong list of duties which 
he can assign to different employees 
on his staff. Qne such duty is seeing 
that all doors are locked at night 
Another is watching all the lights 
and replacing burned out lights and 
fuses. Another is checking tools every 
day. Still others are sweeping cer- 
tain sections of floors, listing parts 
needed, stocks running low, etc 

Please remember that these are 
duties beyohd the regular work load 
They are extra jobs. Smal! details, it 
is true, but just try adding these extra 
duties on employees one at a time 
and see what happens. 

Greater Capacity 

One employee will gladly accept 
not only one but five extra duties and 
come around looking for more. He 
will seem to have an endless capac- 
ity for extra jobs and have an en- 
thusiasm to help which never falters. 
That sort of employee is the chap 
who can become a vice president in 
your organization, a pariner or a 
sales manager. He has what it takes, 
in other words, “capacity.” 

Needless to say, when you find a 
man lik» that, you are going to have 
to raise his pay now and then to keep 
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him, but if you keep providing him 
with the extra work, he will earn 
that pay. It's up to you as a feed 
dealer to provide that type of em- 
ployee with enough work to satisfy 
him and you. He seemingly has no 
break point in your business, but he 
may have his limits in others 

What happens when you employ 
the break technique with another em- 
ployee? He may take one or two ex- 
tra jobs in stride, but when you load 
any other details on him, he may get 
nervous, or he may sulk, or he may 
worry, or he may get hurried and 
lose efficiency. Obviously, if you are a 
wise manager, you will see that this 
employee has reached his break point. 

In your mental notebook, you will 
then know that this employee can 
be depended upon to do so much and 
retain his enthusiasm, confidence and 
efficiency, but no more. He can accept 
a limited amount of responsibility and 
is therefore capable only of limited 
advancement. He may be a loyal,

PERIODIC summary of exist- 
A ing information serves many 
useful purposes but, beyond 
this, a review of the trace mineral 
needs of farm animals is especially 
appropriate now since some minerals 
are under allocation for all uses and 
others are in short supply for live- 
stock feeding. It is thus imperative 
that these short supplies be distrib- 
uted and fed with the greatest ef- 
ficiency so that livestock production 
shall not be needlessly limited dur- 
ing these times of high demand 
A summary of the present knowl- 
edge of the needs of trace mineral 
elements is given in the accompany-

ing table. In addition, a few other 
elements are included that are not 
required by livestock but which are 
often thought to be by some. The 
table is largely self explanatory, but 
a few clarifications will present mis- 
interpretations. Under the heading 
“Deficiency shown for” are included 
only those animals, with noted ex- 
ceptions, for which a deficiency of 
these elements has been actually 
demonstrated. In some cases, this 
may mean that these animals are 
particularly susceptible to a short- 
age of the element. On the other 
hand, it may merely reflect the lack 
of critical study with other species. 

Undoubtedly future work will show 
that animals other than those listed 
here also suffer under some condi- 
tions from a lack of one or more of 
the trace minerals. This statement 
should not be interpreted to justify 
large scale shotgun supplementation 
of farm animals under the phrase 
“added for insurance purposes."" The 
addition of anything to a livestock 
ration that is not needed is waste- 
ful regardless of the cost. Further- 
more, widespread addition of min- 
erals to livestock rations may have 
adverse effects either in exceeding

WASHINGTON—The Post Office 
Department has issued a 3¢ com- 
memorative stamp in honor of 4-H 
Club work.

will obviously raise questions as to 
stage of growth, size, function, etc 
of the animal but for the most part 
such detail must await future stu- 
dies.

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METHODS OF STOPPING 
SWINE LICE OUTLINED 


URBANA, ILL.—Dr. C. C. Morrill, 
University of Illinois, recommends 
that producers get rid of lice and 
mites on swine this winter by spray- 
ing or dusting with lindane, BHC or 
chlordane. Getting rid of lice gener- 
ally will control swine pox, he points 
out. 

If weather permits, spraying is 
preferable because it is more thor- 
ough than dusting. However, to avoid 
chilling, pigs should not be sprayed 
in severe weather. When you do spray 
pigs, be sure to treat every animal in 
the herd, and to treat the undersides 
of the pigs as well as their backs. 
Lice are more numerous on the shel- 
tered parts of the body such as the 
belly, flanks, and the insides of the 
thighs 
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Revisions Proposed 
in Egg Products 
Inspection Program 


WASHINGTON—The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has proposed re- 
vision of regulations covering the 
processing and packing of egg prod- 
ucts (liquid, frozen and dried eggs) 
under its voluntary continuous in- 
spection program. The revision pro- 
vides for two different identifying 
marks to be used on egg products 
processed under USDA supervision 
and specifies the kinds of raw ma- 
terials which may be used in the 
preparation of products eligible to 
bear the stamps 

The provisions, as proposed, will in 
no way change the quality require- 
ments for egg products eligible to be 
identified by the official USDA shield 
design stamp. However, the proposed 
revision would extend federal inspec- 
tion to egg products, particularly 
frozen eggs, prepared from edible 
egg meats which would not meet the 
qualifications required for use of the 
shield. Such products would be pre- 
pared under continuous inspection, 
designated as substandard, and identi- 
fied by a USDA rectangular design 
stamp 

The proposal would require that all 
processing operations within the offi- 
cial plant be conducted in accordance 
with the revised instructions, and that 
any eggs or egg products unfit for 
food be denatured 

The proposed revision of the regu- 
lations is designed to provide for wid- 
er voluntary use of the continuous 
inspection program for egg products 
The industry has requested that 
USDA supervision and certification 
be extended to cover the entire plant 
production of products, 
and this proposal is designed to meet 
that request 

Interested persons are granted 30 
days after publication of the proposed 
revision in the Federal Register in 
which to submit their views relative 
to the proposed changes

Formula Suggested 

If the hog farmer will follow “For- 
mula B-2-4-6-8-10-180,"" many of his 
headaches will be avoided. While such 
a formula may, at first glance, appear 
to have little or nothing to do with 
the hog business, further elaboration 
will reveal that there is a very close 
connection 

Death! What a sobering word. Yet 
our hog men face it thousands of 
times year in and year out with little 
more than a shrug. On the average in 
this country out of every 100 pigs 
farrowed only 65 live to be weaned 
and 56 live to be sold. Somewhere, 
somehow about 44 out of every 100 
pigs farrowed meet death other than 
at the butcher’s hands. Of great in- 
terest is the fact that nearly 35% 
of this heavy toll takes place before 
the pigs are eight weeks old. Close 
to one half of the pre-weaning deaths 
take place during the first three 
days. 

How do so many pigs meet death? 
Of course, the modes of death are 
legion. The following table is gener- 
ally accepted today as a good analy- 
sis of the mortality taking place prior 
to weaning:

Of course, there are still many 
heavy, vigorous pigs that get in- 
jured by the mothers. In order to re- 
duce this hazard as much as possible, 
mechanical devices should be used, 
where practical, to help get the job 
done. Such devices are farrowing 
crates, artificial heat and guard rails. 

While number of pigs farrowed is | 
sometimes a problem, from the over- | 
all standpoint, it isn’t serious. If all 
the pigs farrowed every year reached 
market, we would soon have an un- 
manageable pork surplus. The big 
problem facing hog farmers is that of 
saving the pigs farrowed. The costs 
of producing pork must be paid by 
the pigs sold. If there is to be any 
profit in the hog raising business, 
there must be more than enough pigs 
sold to pay the expenses. The 
tionship between big litters raised | 
and overhead costs is well illustrated 


in Table 2.

equal taxation; that the rest 
job has still to be done. 

Also, while we work diligently to- 
ward this goal of equal taxation, let 
us remember that co-ops. as such are 
a part of the so-called private grain 


of the 


| 


and feed trade, and that in the battle 
against socialization of our industry 
they will stand and fight with us 
against socialist government. Even 
if it does not sit well with some of 
you, I want to add this other state- 
ment: Co-ops. in their beginning were, 
many years ago, often merely a 
protest against the greed or ineffi- 
ciency of proprietary firms. We still 
must recognize that the co-op. will 
come forward wherever a proprietary 
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firm has not provided adequate facili- 
ties, or where the present firm is 
greedy in its trading margin or care- 
less of its ethics. But we do not now, 
nor will we ever, I think, admit this 
competition on the basis that it must 
have tax favor to live, or favoritism 
in its share of government business. 


One of Top Problems 


You may think I emphasize this 
point too strongly. Actually, I think 
it is one of the two principal prob- 
lems that we must meet forthright- 
ly if we are to hope to continue in 
our business. In our national associ- 
ation records we have seen the small- 
to-middle-sized independent slowly 
giving way to the co-op. and to the 
large integrated firm. In my opinion 
it will be a sad day when the grain 
and feed business have gone over 
into the hands of a few huge proprie- 
tary firms and a few huge coopera- 
tives. 

This brings me to the second point 
that I want to emphasize in this year 
of my responsibility to the national 
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trade. It is the problem of govern- 
ment in business. Our 1951 carry- 
overs of corn and wheat were im- 
portantly in the hands of govern- 
ment; the 1951 wheat loans are at 
a higher volume than they were in 
1950, promising the eventual posses- 
sion of additional huge stocks by gov- 
ernment. Government has hundreds 
of millions of bushels of grain stor- 
age space, owned and operated by 
government; it has virtually complete 
control over grain exports. 

Now this is partly the problem of 
national farm legislation, and partly 
the problem of administrative poli- 
cies under which the legislation has 
beeh cramped into plans that ap- 
proach the socialistic idea. We know 
that politics is responsible for grave 
errors in farm legislation, but also 
we sense an anti-business attitude 
in official agriculture’s administra- 
tive plans. We have protested the 
legislation and the administration in 
many respects, many times, and we 
have often become discouraged that 
our protests fell on unfriendly ears. 
In the past few weeks I have heard 
proposals that we raise funds and 
perfect an organization for an ever 
stronger protest against government 
agencies in our business. And so right 
here I want to make my second sug- 
gestion to the trade. 

It is that we give less time to pro- 
tests and more time to proposals. It 
is not enough to protest; I think we 
should offer alternatives. It is my 
own experience that members of Con- 
gress listen more readily to healthy 
proposals than they do to angry pro- 
tests. 

Do we have anything to propose? 
I can’t answer that question alone, 
but you can help us all to answer it. 
I think we can make legitimate and 
economic proposals for adequate 
farm legislation of a sort that will 
allow the grain and feed trade to 
carry out its efficient and economic 
work for society. 

How can we go about it? All right, 
I'm eager to answer that question. I 
want to suggest to you, my own 
people, that here in Iowa we start 
an intelligent study of the relation 
between farming and distribution of 
farm producis. We will have to call 
in some college men for counsel, and 
some farmers, and men of the other 
related trades, to counsel with us. 
We will have to study many forms of 
farm relief and farm legislation that 
have been proposed over the years, 
to see where, if anywhere, there has 
been advanced an idea that promises 
a solution. 


Committee Suggested 


And it seems obvious to me that 
our hundreds of members, each work- 
ing independently, can not make a 
systematic and orderly study. So it is 
my proposal that this Iowa associa- 
tion lead again—lead in naming a 
committee of its very best informed 
men, men who are willing to study 
the problem, men who are willing to 
meet occasionally for exchange of 
ideas and information with others, 
and who will make it a leading proj- 
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ect of this association for the next 
year. If you are willing to start this 
ball rolling, I would be willing in my 
work as president of the national 
association to urge other state asso- 
ciations to start the same action. 
Then, at the end of the year, repre- 
sentatives of the various associations 
could meet to find where their whole 
effort can be fitted into a national 
plan and proposal. 

Much of this legwork we in the 
national association are equipped to 
do for such state committees. We 
have a fairly complete history of all 
the forms of farm legislation that 
have been offered over the years, and 
we have men on our staff and our 
committees who have given years 
of study to this whole problem. 

A long and slow job, you say? It 
certainly is. But the legislation and 
the administrative policy under which 
we suffer today were built up over 
many years. Even the word “parity 
started as the description of a desir- 
able economic goal, and now is close 
to the position of political “must” 
legislation. We have, at least some of 
us have, accepted the government's 
steel bin storage program as some- 
thing inevitable; something which 
must be accepted and lived with. We 
have to break down that idea wher- 
ever it sticks in our trade. For many 
of us believe that government could 
have, and still can, administrate 
the farm legislation of Congress 
without invading the field of the pri- 
vate grain trade 

Let's tell them how it can be done 
without violence to the American 
policy of private business and with a 
saving eventually to the taxpayer. I 
think it can be done. Are you willing 
to accept the challenge and see that 
it is done? A policy that goes too 
long unchallenged is a policy ap- 
proved, and we have, in my humble 
opinion, waited too long to challenge 
government with a policy and plan 
that is better 
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Please don't lean back and feel 
that this is too big a job for each 
of you as an individual member 
Even one man can get action if he 
wants to badly enough. There was a 
mighty rotten situation in our inter 
nal revenue agencies, and many of 
our people suspected it. But we kept 
asking how any one man could do 
anything about it. Well, one man did 
do something about it. He happened 
to be a U.S. Senator, but I think he 
would have acted on another man’s 
information as well as his own. He 
found a discrepancy in his own re- 
gional tax agency, about his own tax 
return. He started to dig, and un- 
covered a national scandal. As he 
forced it into the open; other indi- 
viduals, some of them apparently 
even from within internal revenue 
offices, gave him additional informa- 
tion and leads, until now a number 
of tax collectors have been indicted, 
the administration has been house- 
cleaned, and politicians have finally 
urged that the whole appointment of 
head collectors be taken out of poli- 
tics and put under civil service 

One man could do it! Surely at 
least Iowa can start something on 
this matter of farm legislation and 
administrative policy which plague 
us so much. And just as surely I be- 
lieve you wil! not want to admit that 
this group does not have the genius 
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and the spirit to undertake such a 
hard but necessary task. 

Well, those are the two subjects I 
wanted to give you, and the two 
parts of the second subject. Actual- 
ly they fit together. First build up our 
Iowa association and our national 
association until we have plenty of 
strength for the job; then tackle the 
job at the two points of greatest im- 
portance. 

There’s an old, old story about 
Clifftown. This town was in a valley, 
below a dangerous cliff. Travelers 
coming down the cliff road often lost 
their footing and fell; so often that 
the town council met to consider the 
problem. They were told that many 
of the travelers had died at the 
foot of the cliff because they did not 
have proper medical attention. So the 
councilmen set up a hospital near | 
the cliff and, at great expense, added 
a fast ambulance service. Finally the 
cost became too much for the tax- 
payers and they called a town meet- 
ing to ask the townspeople for coun- 
sel.
